Applicant appreciatively notes that claim 32 has been indicated to contain 
allowable subject matter. In response, claims 16, 18, 28 and 32 have been 
incorporated into claim 14. 

Claims 14, 16-18 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Moree [US 6,921 ,988]. In response, allowable claim 32 along with claims 
16, 18 and 28 have been incorporated into claim 14.
